president. 
“I know a statement was 
published recently to the effect that 
150,000 American 
families 
had 
of­ 
fered to adopt orphans of the war. 
The number was a little exaggerated, 
and the wrord adoption used 
in 
its 
general 
sense was misleading. Or­ 
phans of the war so far as it is pos 
I sible are to remain in their families, 
especially when the mother is living. 
W here there are no immediate rela­ 
tives to take care of them, they arc 
j to be placed in other French families 
land ultimately will be cared for by 
I the state until their majority; none 
of 
them 
are available for adoption 
under the common acceptation of the 
term. 
“Most of the Americans who have 
expressed the desire to participate in 
this work understand this point quite 
well; in fato, in our correspondence 
the majority of the letters from the 
United States express the desire thai 
the children which they agree to sup 
port should remain in their families. 
The supposition that there are 150, 
OOO American 
families 
wanting 
tc 
take care of orphans arose no doubt 
from the fact that we wrere asked b> 
Americans as to about how' many wai 
orphans there wTere 
needing 
assist 
ance, and we put the number at 150, 
OOO. 
This, of course, does not com 
prise all the war orphans. They wen 
estimated recently in a debate in th* 
senate by Senator Jenouvrier at 800, 
OOO, w hich of course included half or 
phans, but a great proportion of these 
w’ill never become the objects of char 
liable work and the 
exact 
numbe? 
may never be precisely determined. 
“Committees have been 
organized 
in a great many American cities tc 
receive propositions of families, no’ 
to adopt orphans, 
but 
to 
support 
them in their own surroundings for r 
period of two years, which it is sup 
posed will go beyond the end of the 
war and carry them 
to 
the 
tim* 
when the measures taken by the gov 
ernment become effective. 
All the 
people of France connected with thh 
movement have been deeply touched 
by the generous ardor of Americana 
in this wrork. We have received man' 
thousand 
letters, 
the 
numbers 
in 
creasing every 
day, 
from families- 
who want to enter into direct com 
munication with 
orphans 
and start 
correspondence with them so as tr 
follow' them until such time as the} 
need further help. 
“The plan of the orphanage of the 
army is to bring these 
children ut 
without making them feel that the} 
ire objects of charity, without with 
hawing them from their usual envi 
ronment, 
except 
when 
that 
envi 
ment is bad. 
We 
support 
them ir 
I heir own homes with contributions 
of money, 
clothing 
books, pending 
the organization of official means O’ 
providing for them. 
We 
are 
aide< 
largely in this w'ork by pupils of the 
public schools. There are about 40, 
OOO different schools in France, ant 
the children of each school contrib 
Ute their sous for the support of ar 
orphan. Eventually each one of the 
schools will have

Jefferson City, Mo., May 2.—The re­ 
port of the transactions and condi- 


lio n o f the state treasury for April I 
was filed by Treasurer 
Deal 
with 
Gov. Major yesterday, following the 
requirements of law', but, contrary to! 
custom, the figures 
were 
withheld 
from the newspaper correspondents. 
A facsimile of the Treasurer’s re­ 
port, prepared from tho 
books 
of 
State Auditor John P. Gordon, cov­ 
ering April, was also filed with the 
governor, but this, too, was not made 
public. 
No explanation was given as to why 
the two reports were withheld, except 
that instructions had been given that 
the figures were not to be given out. 
That the general revenue fund is 
“cramped,” after the payment of the 
civil list covering salaries for April 
there is no doubt, but what purpose I 
is served by refusing to make public! 
the monthly statement is not appar­ 
ent. 
Auditor Gordon was out of town 
yesterday and bis chief clerk, Willard' 
P. King, stated instructions had been 
received from Gordon not to give out 
the figures. 
There has been a standing order 
from 
Treasurer 
Deal 
for 
several 
months that the figures of the month­ 
ly report must not he given out. 
The anomalous condition exists of 
a treasury filled with money, yet with 
very little of it available for meet­ 
ing the demands against the revenue 
fund. 
There is more than 
$1,500,000 
in 
public school moneys, $2,000,000 or 
more in the capitol building fund, and 
an odd million in other funds locked 
up in the coffers of the state, and on­ 
ly a comparatively small balance left 
in the much-harried general revenue 
fund, out of w’hich the expenses of 
the state government must be met. 
While Treasurer Ileal declined to 
give out the balances show'n by the 
statement, he said that in the general 
revenue fund there is $273,911.15, and 
that yesterday there 
transferred 
from the revenue fund to the school 
fund $130,000, this presumably being 
the one-third of tho revenue received 
in the treasury during April. 
Mr. Deal declined to impart any 
further information 
concerning 
the 
statement. 
There are a number of claims and 
requisitions awaiting warrants, which 
if they w'ere all allowed at this time, 
w'ould considerably more than wipe 
out the balance indicated by Treas­ 
urer Deal.

During the first few weeks 
of pregnancy there is little extra de­ 
mand on the motlier, but later iii the 
period the fetus is developing rapidly, 
and the extra care is necessary. 
The brood sow must have plenty of 
clean, wholesome feed. Tile food should 
not be fattening, but succulent and 
somewhat laxative. Roots, kale or tine 
clover hay are good winter green feeds.

sows farrow 
large litters, and they make excel­ 
lent mothers. 
The Yorkshires are 
classed as bacon hogs. It is claim­ 
ed for them that $4 per cent of til© 
dressed carcass makes fancy ham 
and bacon, leaving but 16 per cent 
for lard, sausage and waste. 
Tile 
sow shown is a Yorkshire. 


The hay is not green, but has the same 
effect on the digestion, 
(’lover or al­ 
falfa hay may be fed in racks where 
the sow can help herself at will. 
Do 
not force lier to make her living alto­ 
gether from this diet, but it supple­ 
ments the grain very nicely. 
Don’t 
starve the sow and expect to get a 
strong litter of pigs. 
It is best to have the sows separated 
from the rest of the hogs, and if the 
old sows fight the younger ones make 
a further separation. 
It doesn’t pay 
to subject the pregnant sows to pun­ 
ishment. 
Oftentimes we find them in 
the steer feed lot, where they are bunt­ 
ed around too much. 
Of course it is 
best not to shut them up in the farrow­ 
ing pen until a few weeks before far­ 
rowing. They should be in there, how­ 
ever, long enough beforehand to lie- 
come accustomed to the place. If you 
wait until the sow has picked her bed 
or nest trouble may result. 
Keep the 
sow well fed, well exercised and in 
clean quarters for best results when 
it comes to farrowing time.

“ ‘Frontier’ as 
the 
adjective and 
not as the noun, is the way in which 
I wish to consider the word in con­ 
nection with banking. 
Not so many 
years ago California, my home state, 
was a frontier 
and 
frontier condi­ 
tion prevailed in 
even 
her largest 
cities. I do not mean to say that our 
best citizens tucked their trousers in 
their boots or 
wore 
forty-fives 
in 
their belts, but I per cent per month 
was ’he ruling 
interest. 
Both 
are 
frontier customs 
and 
the 
interest 
habit bas outlived the revolver habit 
in many places. 
“I do not recall that there w’as then 
any more complaint about the 12 per 
cent than there is now about the 
4 
per cent as the compensation for the 
use of money. Borrowers are always 
prone to think the rate too high, as 
lenders are to consider it unreasona­ 
bly low, and the difference is adjust­ 
ed by the law' of supply and demand, 
a law which up to date has not been 
repealed. The rate of 12 per cent was 
a reduction from much higher rates 
n ] w hich had prevailed. It w’as the com­ 
pletion of the Central Pacific and its 
junction 
with 
the 
Union 
Pacific, 
completing a 
transcontinental line, 
which marked the 
end 
of 
pioneer 
days and 
destroyed 
frontier condi­ 
tions in San Francisco. 
“There has been no change in the 
California laws on the subject of in­ 
terest; 7 per cent is Hie rate estab­ 
lished where no rate is fixed by con­ 
tract, and any rate contracted for is 
legal; and yet rates 
have 
dropped, 
let us say, from 12 to 5 per cent on 
the same grade of loans. 
“It should be remembered that no 
m atter how’ poor 
a 
bank 
may be, 
when considered as an agent for the 
upbuilding of a community, the com­ 
munity is better off with the bank 
than without it. No m atter how’ much 
of a skinflint the banker may be, he 
is moderate in 
his 
requirements as 
compared 
with 
the 
village 
mone, 
lender. 
“As far back as 
history 
extends 
we find 
priests 
preaching 
against 
usuary, and it is to be remembered 
that the collection of any rate for the 
use of money was regarded not only 
a sin but a crime, which w’ould bring 
swift punishment on the criminal. 
“Should congress agree 
upon and 
pass one of the 
many 
hilts dealing 
with usury, the 
effects 
w’ould vary 
according to the locality. In the larg­ 
er cities there would be no effect, as 
the rates collectable are below any 
rate the lawmakers are likely to es­ 
tablish. In the smaller cities and vil­ 
lages one would find the case some­ 
what different. The banks best situat­ 
ed will find 
a 
small curtailment in 
their profits; 
the 
next 
grade will 
find it difficult to earn 
a 
fair divi­ 
dend, but may hold 
on, 
hoping to 
profit from the 
increase 
in volume, 
which possibly is always before us. 
At last will come the banks largely 
founded on 
hopes 
that 
are tilling 
barren fields and waiting for the rain 
of prosperity, which somehow’ seldom 
comes for those who greatly need it. 
Some of these banks will be liquidat­ 
ed by their directors and perhaps a 
remnant may 
flourish 
through the 
lessening of competition. 
“There is one other 
alternative; 
where the state laws are more liberal 
banks will naturally desert 
the na­ 
tional system. State banking require­ 
ments are growing 
more 
rigid, and 
there are but few’ states where there 
is much inducement offered 
to the 
national banker to make the change. 
‘Excessively high prices 
for land 
have much to do with 
the agitation 
for farm loans. It is now taking I ho 
form of a demand that 
the govern­ 
ment should put 
its 
credit a t the 
farm ers’ service and enable them to 
borrow* money at much 
lower rates 
than paid by solvent merchants in the 
same localities. I have read most of 
the hills introduced in 
congress 
on 
this subject, and I doubt if any will 
work in the 
way 
the farmer wants 
them that is, by 
greatly increasing 
bis borrowing pow*er. 
“I have spoken as a banker speak­ 
ing to bankers, but I 
have 
tried to

Paris, May 2.—The battle of Ver­ 
dun appears to have had a great moral 
effect in France. 
It has turned at­

the press, which has been favored by 
relative stagnation at the front. Also 
ii seems to have diminished the num­ 
ber of pessimists and hence increased 
French confidence in the final out­ 
come. 
“They have shot their bolt,” is a 
frequent commentary heard in places 
where two months ago 
there 
wrere 
nervous complaints 
as 
to the 
pro­ 
longation of hostilities. 
“They can 
do ne more than they 
have 
done, 
which is far from enougli ever to 
shake the French army.” 
Shortly before the Germans attack­ 
ed Verdun some radical and socialist 
papers attacked the priests, the cleri­ 
cals and the “easy” class, charging 
them with shirking arduous and dan­ 
gerous missions.

Fittsburgh, Pa., May 2.—Angered
